provement is Determined. 


Highway legislation promises to 
eonsume 
much of the 
time of the 
present Indiana legislature and be­ 
cause of 
the dissatisfaction 
with 
many features of the present sys 
tem each proposal is of interest to 
taxpayers. 
A county unit system of road sup­ 
ervision that would place all roads 
in a county under the control of the 
board of county commissioners and 
would abolish the present control of 
the township trustees is embodied in 
a bill to be presented to the legisla 
tare which was drawn up by Kinsley 
W. Johnson, an Indianapolis attor 
Hey and 
formerly county attorney 
for Marion county. 
The bill makes 
provision for the county unit road 
system to be worked in harmony with 
the proposed state highway commis­ 
sion and m ikes it m andatory that 
the county commissioners use only 
material that h a s the approval of 
the state highway commission in road 
construction. 
Provision 
is also 
made for 
the 
commissioners to submit any propos­ 
a ls 
for road building 
or improve­ 
ments to the highway commission for 
recommendation and the -tate high­ 
way commission is to fu rn ish when 
requested, an inspector to watch tile 
work as it goes on, or to inspect the 
work before it is accepted. 
The bill provides that on petition 
of’ fifty or more freeholders of any 
county for the establishment or im­ 
provement of any road or highway in 
the county, the board shall hold a 
hearing 
alle r due notice 
has been 
given by publication by the county 
auditor, to determine the form and 
sufficiency of tin* petition. 
It the 
petition 
is found 
to be 
correctly 
drawn, the commissioners shall have 
it spread of record 
and refer 
the 
m atter to tile county surveyor or a 
competent civil engineer to make all 
needful surveys. 
The hoard of com­ 
missioners is authorised to determine 
various questions as to the construc­ 
tion of the proposed road and must 
file a report giving ifs determination 
together with plans. 
In event the eommisisoners employ 
fi civil engineer to make tile survey, 
they are allowed to pay such engi­ 
neer, including his necessary helpers, 
a per diem not to exceed $10. 
A remonstrance may be made by 
anv taxpayer in the county on the 
ground that the proposed road or im­ 
provement is cot a public utility or 
convenience. Action of the commis­ 
sioners on such remonstrance will be 
subject to appeal to tin* circuit court. 
A fter 
a final hearing 
to determine 
whether the road or improvement is 
to l>e made, the coiumisions are to 
advertise for bids. 
l’iovi-ion is made 
for adjoining 
counties through their commissioners 
to construct 
honda i v road-, 
each 
county to pay 
for one Ii a lf of 
the 
road with bonds issued by the re ­ 
spective 
counties. 
A petition 
of 
seventy-five freeholders, of whom at 
least twenty-five shall live in each 
county affect, can start proceedings 
for such a road. 
The same provis­ 
ions which apply to the conduct of 
the individual county hoards of com­ 
missioners are to apply to tile point 
sessions of the boards of commis­ 
sioners of adjoining counties when 
considering and holding a boundary 
road.

and is absorbed there. 
Byerything 
that is absorbed from the .stomach or 
the bowel lins to go to the liver, and 
nothing is allowed to enter tin* gen­ 
eral circulation until it has been prop­ 
erly sifted and treated in the biggest 
organ we possess—the liver. 
It has 
been found* in the case of alcohol, that 
when alcohol has been absorbed iii tile 
bowel it reaches the liver, 
and 
the 
liver really does not know what to do 
with it.

W H I S P E R I N G P R O P A G A N D A . 
In a booklet entitled “Tile German 
Whisper,” issued by the com m ittee on 
public information of the federal gov­ 
ernment. through ii* associate chair­ 
man, Harry O’Higgins, we find this 
statement : 
“As a m atter of fact, no liquor ra­ 
tion is served our troops either here 
or abroad. 
No army canteen sells al­ 
coholic liquors. By General Pershing's 
orders, our soldiers in France are for­ 
bidden ‘either to buy or to accept as 
gifts from the inhabitants, any alco­ 
holic beverages other than light wine 
or beer.’ 
As there is little beer sold 
in France, General I’ershing reports. 
Men who drink are finis limited to 
tile light native wine 
used 
by

French people. 
Even this is discour­ 
aged among our troops in every way 
possible. 
I hope to secure tile co-op­ 
eration of tile French government to 
prevent the stile of all liquors and 
wines to our troops. 
Personally, I

attention to the Child* A world of men 
is of more concern to God than a uni­ 
verse of stars. The sheep in the fields 
were not afraid as the shepherd* were, 
when the angel of the Lord appeared; 
the shepherds had*a sense o f the 6u-„ 
pernatural which the sheep had not. 
Men may become sons of God while 
sheep and stars cannot; hence God 
cares for men especially’and sends his 
angels to them. 
The shepherds w ere good men. 
We 
read of them hasting to Bethlehem 
lan d of their “glorifyin g'and praising 
j God.” 
It has been well said that bad 
! men would have heard only the night 
1 wind, Instead of tile angels’ songs.

Browning speaks o f som e to 
whom every common bush is aflame 
w ith God. while others sit around pick­ 
ing blackberries. Once, w hen tile voice

Religion for Busy Men. 
The shepherds were busy men. The 
angels did not appear to idlers nor to 
those shut up in cloisters, but to men 
in the fields. 
W hat a revelation of 
heaven's Ideal of the religious life ! 
Tile “glory of the Lord” which shone 
about the shepherds was tile Shekinah 
wiiieh had glow ed in the tem ple of old. 
seen only by the high priest and on 
rare occasions. 
But here it cam e to il­ 
lum inate the fields where men tolled. 
God does not propose to take men out 
of their em ploym ents, but would have 
them serve him at their tasks. 
Alas, 
that many are so busy with their flocks 
they have no tim e to go to B ethlehem ! 
W e ure Interested in Hie song of the 
angels, but would first remind our­ 
selves of the wonder that there could 
be 
com m unication 
betw een 
these 
heavenly creatures and the sons of 
men. 
Paul speaks of “the tongues of 
men and of angels,” and w e cannot 
conceive the language of heaven. 
Yet 
on that night the angels w ere under­ 
stood 
by 
the 
shepherds. 
Light 
Is 
thrown on this fact by the reference 
iu Ephesians 3:15 to “the w hole fam ­ 
ily in heaven and earth.” 
Ju st as tho 
spectroscope show s the stars are com ­ 
posed of the sam e elem ents as tho 
earth and suggests the unity of the 
universe, so the fam ily in heaven and 
earth Is one, and there is a certain 
kinship between men and angels. 
At 
any rate, tho “tongues of men and 
angels” are harmoniz.ed when Jesus is 
their them e! 
The Song of the Angels. 
Tile angels seem to have sung In 
antiphon, like the Levi to choirs* First, 
one section sang, “Glory to God in the 
highest.” 
Another 
responded, 
“On 
earth 
peace." 
Then 
they 
sang 
in 
chorus, “Good w ill toward men.” 
The coming o f Jesus brought glory 
to God “in the highest,” that is, from 
the highest intelligence. 
They knew 
I the glory Christ had with the father 
and could appreciate the sacrifice in­ 
volved in Ids .stooping to be born 
among men. 
They knew the holiness 
of God which required a sacrifice for 
sin. 
They appreciated the love which 
provided a sacrifice in him who not 
only was made in the likeness of men 
but was to humble himself to the 
death of the cross. 
The coming of Christ brought “on 
earth peace, good will toward men.” 
The latter expression is the same as 
that used by the Father when he said 
of Jesus, “This is my beloved Son in 
whom I am well pleased.” • By the 
blood of the cross such a peace has 
been made that God may have the 
same pleasure in redeemed sinners as 
he finds in his Son, in whom he always 
takes delight. Indeed, as Paul puts it, 
we are “accepted in the Beloved,” all 
this comeliness being placed upon us I 
How wonderful!
